Washington, D. Cu. Nov. 5,—[Special.]—In 
the present tense conditiori of affairs in Hu- 
rope, the statement made today by Baron 
Speck von Sternburg, ambassador of Ger 
many to this country. who has just returned 
directly from Berlin, where he had oppor- 
tunity to discuss’ international questions 
with Emperor William, is important. 

“ The world has regarded Emperor William 
as a man of war. I tell you he’s a man of 
peace. He always has observed and is close- 
ly observing the traditions established by 
his grandfather, the great Frederick-Wil- 
helm, and those traditions call for the peace- 
ful development of Germany and in inter- 
national affairs adherence to those princi- 
ples which are based upon the law of na- 
‘tions. 

“The emperor seeks to preserve not to de- 
stroy, to build up not to demolish. He has 
no wish to acquire additional territory but 


people. Take for example Morocco, He 
hever has sought to grab territory there, but 
on the contrary wishes the integrity of that 
empire to be preserved and the people devel- 
oped through the a of Sete: gOv- 
ernment. 


Cites Kaiser’s Record of Peace. 


“ The best answer to. those who assert that 
the emperor is a man of war is found in 
the fact that during the sixfeen years of his 
reign Germany has not engaged in a single 
combat. All other nations have had wars, 
including the United States. And yet, I don’t 
believe any other nation has been placed dur- 
ing the reign of his majesty in a more awk- 
ward or even as trying positions. 

*“ That the emperor has succeeded in avoid- 
ing war and circumnavigating so many dan- 
gers which seemed impossible of escape fur- 
nish the best evidence of his pacific disposi- 
tion and his efforts closely to observe the 
policy adopted by his grandfather *’ 

Baron von Sternburg would not go into the 
relations of the European states, saying that 
his province was to deal only with the rela- 
tions of Germany and the United States, but 
his statement regarding the pacific policy of 
the kaiser undoubtedly has an application to 
the present European. situation. which it is 
| well to consider. |

to minimize her influence in world questions. 
By the clever course he pursued in Morocco, 
Emperor William has restored Germany, 
without war, to the high position which hig 
subjects feel their country should occupy. 
From what Baron von Sternburg said today 
it is evident that the emperor proposes to 
observe the same policy on other questions 
in order to maintain the position his govern- 
ment has attained, 


Growing Navy Aid to Amity. 

According to baron von Sternburg, the 
navy which the emperor is upbuilding is an 
instrument of peace rather than of war. 

“In strengthening our fleet,”’ he declared, 
“we have no ambitious designs. We have 
adopted the policy the United States has 
adopted—of preserving peace by being pre- 
pared for war. The chances of a strong na- 
tion being drawn into war are infinitely less 
than those of a weak one. As lalready have 
said, the emperor wants to preserve, not to 
destroy, and the navy which he has created 
and is strengthening is intended to preserve, 
and does not constitute a menace in any sense 
to any nation which gives Germany, and is 
content to receive, a * square deal,’ ”’ 


Friendly Toward America. 


The ambassador was asked to describe the 
attitude of Germany towards the .United 
States at the present moment: 

‘“‘In the web and woof of our international 
rélations,’’ he answered, ‘‘it is especially 
pleasant to me to find that the strands which 
unite us to America are straight and strong, 
with, it is true, some kinks, such as the 
tariff question, which, Rowever, is capable of 
comparatively easy removal. 

‘‘Il cannot say too strongly that the mass 
of the German people enthusiastically ad- 
mire America, and look upon your develop- 
ment with cordial sympathy. The American 
government and people are aware that Ger- 
many’s designs are purely commercial, that 
we believe in the territorial status quo 
throughout the. world, and that all we are 
seeking and all we desire is the world wide 
application of the principle John Hay es- 
tablished in China—open door, or to be more 
explicit, equality of treatment for our sub- 
jects and goods in all countries. 

“To refer again to Morocco. The emperor 
‘was moved by no selfish aim in interfering 
‘there. He intervened because he did not 
propose another market should be closed, 
and certainly that would have been the ulti- 
mate result of the international action which 
had been taken. You have remarked that 
he has sought no preferential advantages; 
that American citizens will be on the same 
footing as German subjects in the matter 
of obtaining concessions or privileges and 
prosecuting trade. 


Predicts Open Door in Morocco. 

“This Moorish question is to be settled by 
an international conference, in which you 
have agreed to take part. Asa result of that 
conference it may be expected that a treaty 
will be signed definitely establishing the open 
door in Morocco, Should this not bea matter 
-of gratification to Americans as well as to 
Germans and other trading peoples?’ 

Baron von Sternburg returned to the dis- 
cussion of German-American relations. 

“‘T‘see nothing in the relations of Germany 
and America that can be disturbing. I have 
investigated the report which recently 
reached the American consul at St. Thomas 
that the Hamburg-American Steamship com- 
pany acquired possession of Water island, an 
inlet in the Danish West Indies group. There 
is nothing in it—absolutely nothing. 

“Three years ago when it was stated with 
more or less persistence that Germany was 
seeking a footing on this hemisphere the 
emperor deemed it advisable to explain what 
ever had been his policy—that he and his 
government never had entertained a desire 
for and had no intention of seeking to obtain

said Dr. Stimpson. “Its president, James 
W.. Alexander, stood before them and pleaded 
for a _ change of method, announcing the 
course he proposed to take in case of their 
refusal. He could endure existing conditions 
no longer. They said: ‘It will ruin you,’ 
and he replied: 

“*I know it.. There is a saying of the 
ancients that we should let the man who has 
fewest years to live be sacrificed. 1 am 
the oldest man present. You, with your mil- 
lions, may weather the storm. I shall go 
upon the rocks, but my conscience will be 
clear,’ ”’ 

This is the first hint given the public that 
Alexander fully realized before he inaugurat- 
ed the fight for the mutualization of the 
society the stupendous consequences that 
would follow, not only to the insurance 
Mr. Alexander has 
gone upon the rocks. Today he is broken 
irretrievably in body. He is all but hope- 
lessly broken in mind. He is broken in for- 
tune. His family name, which he revered 
above all things and which since long before 
the revolutionary war was synonymous with 
honesty, integrity, fait dealing, and upright- 
ness, has been assailed and tarnished. 


Alexander in Breakdown. 

Until recently Mr. Alexander had been at 
Oneonta in the Catskills, where he was taken 
by his family early in July. A few days ago 
he was moved to a sanitarium at Deerfield, 
Mass., where he nowis. His lawyers, includ- 
ing William B. Hornblower, Adrian H. Joline, 
William D. Guthrie. Bainbridge Colby, Will- 
lam N. Cohen, and Charles E. Hughes, now 
counsel for the legislatfve investigating com- 
mittee, warned Mr, Alexander of the tre- 
mendous responsibility he was assuming. 

Several of them—and among them Mr, 
Hughes—almost begged of him not to take 
the step he had planned. They warned him 
of the personal danger, of the humiliations 
that would come not only to him, but to his 
wife, daughter, and sons. He replied he had 
discussed the matter fully with his wife, his 
daughter, and his sons, and they agreed 
with him that no matter what would be the 
personal loss he should carry out his pur- 
pose. His advisers tried a different tack to 
swerve him from his purposes and appealed 
to his vanity and his love of his reputation 
as a safe and capable business man. 

When convinced that nothing could swerve 
Mr. Alexander from his purpose the lawyers 
considered anxiously their own position. One 
of them said to him: 

“We must know frankly, if we are to go 
ahead in this and'take the position we must 
before the public, that we can rely ypon your 
standing fast and true, See what our posi- 
tion will be if you reconsider and back aut 
under the weight of the counter attacks 
which are bound to come.’’ 


Promises Not to Compromise. 

“ You will find meat all times where I be- 
long,” returned Alexander, “‘ right at your 
elbow advising you to go on, never counsel- 
ing withdrawal or compromise. The princi- 
ple at stake must take precedence at all times 
over the individuals involved. From now on 
individuais must cease to be regarded. The 
principle invoived must be the single and only 
consideration.’ 

Mr. Alexander in his retreat knows noth- 
ing about the victory his friends claim for 
the principle for which he made so many 
sacrifices. Not a word about business mat- 
ters has been spoken to him since early in 
July. No newspapers have been shown him. 
The doctors say he has lost the power of 
physical recuperation. So slender is the re- 
maining hold of his intellect upon reason that 
the most acute care is taken to protect what 
is left. 

When the Mercantile Trust company made 
a demand for the payment of $685,000 carried 
on the books as a loan to J. W. Alexander, 
Thomas D. Jordan, and W. H.MciIntyre, not 
a word was said to Mr. Alexander. It has 
been said each of the three paid one-third of 


the cash that had to be raised, the cash re- 


) 
quirement being about $250,000. The collat- 


eral against the loan provided the balance. 

Mr. Alexander at his most prosperous 
time, never was worth more than $300,000. 
He saved little of his salary of $100,000 a 
year, as he was one of the most liberal givers 
to Princeton university, of which he was 
trustee, and which his ancestors helped to 
found, and he had many other charities. 
When he ceased to be president of the Equita- 
ble’ Life he did not have $200,000. Out of his 
own funds he had paid much of the expense 
of the costly fight he waged for the mu- 
tualization of the society.

Watering and Dishonesty of Bank

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 5.—Cardinal Gibbons 
preached at the Cathedral today on probity 
in business, taking as his text, ‘‘ Pay What 
Thou Owest.”” He said in part: 

“ There is one species of dishonesty which 
Is conducted on a larger scale. I allude to 
the iniquity of watering stock and floating 
it on the market, of inflating stocks and 


. bonds and giving them a fictitious value. 


“This sin is the more odious as it is not 
the result of a sudden impulse of temptation, 
but is perpetrated in cold blood by sharp 
witted men, who court the esteem of their 
fellow citizens. They use all kinds of spe- 
clous arguments tp catch the unwary in 
their toils, and inflict untold misery on a 
too confiding community, and not infrequent- 
ly widows and orphans are the victims of 
this species of fraud. 

“I might also allude here to dishonest 
presidents and cashiers of banks and business 
house clerks. Their number, thank God, is 
small compared.with the army of loyal and 
upright officials. — 

* These unfaithful officers yield to the crim- 
inal desire of growing suddenly rich. They 
secretly appropriate the funds of the institu- 
tion in which they are employed with the 
vague intention of restoring them. They 
gambie in stocks and other securities, hop- 
ing to realize large profits. 

* Their first venture isa failure. They cast 
the dice again and again, each time staking 
larger sums, with the same result, till aan 
have gone down the stream of speculation too 
far to retrace their steps and hide their ini- 
quity. They involve themselves in irrepara- 
ble ruin and degradation. All the waters of 
the Mississippi could not blot out the stain.

Would Not Play the Game for 
$1,000 a Minute. 

New York, Nov. 5.—[Spectal.]—James J. 
Jeffries, the pugilist, agrees with President 
, Roosevelt that football as ‘played ‘on the 


| American college | gtidiron fs brutal. 
1* “ Can a gentleman play football?” the for- 


mer Champion was asked. 

“Gentlemen can play any game," he re- 
‘pitied, “' but»I don’t see how any gentleman 
‘can feel at home in a game of football as it 
is played today. Football is far more brutal 
than prize fighting. 

“ Every time the ball is put in play eleven 
men are lined up to fight eleven men. It’s 
all well to say the side with the ball is try- 
ing to rush it across the line by using speed 
and skill, and that thé enemy is trying to pre- 
vent this by using speed and skill, but, asa 
matter of fact, the two teams slug each other 
from the start to finish, and if they didn’t 
slug, good people wouldn’t go to book at 
them. 

“ Every healthy man or woman likes to see 
a fight, and football is the hardest kind of 
fighting I ever have looked at. You may call 
it a strenuous sport or any other fancy name 
| you like, but it is just a big redhot fight, all 
the same. 


Football Unrestrained Fighting. 


** Just look at the difference between foot- 
ball and prize fighting—it’s all in favor of 
prize fighting. In the ring you can hit a 
man only with your fists and only above the 
belt. If Zou strike low, or if you butt with 
the head, or use your elbow. or shoulder to 
strike your man, the referee calis a foul on 
‘you and you lose the battle. In football 
you are supposed never to hit a man with 
your fist, but you can block him with the 
shoulder, or give him the elbow, or kick him, 
or jump on him when he is down. 

“I know football people will deny this and 
say these things happen only by accident. 
Let them call it accident if they like, but it 

is a pretty flerce game where this kind of 
accident happens every time two teams 
clash. If a fighter tried to bring off that 
kind of an accident in. the ring: he’d be dis- 
qualified and hvoted out of the place. 

“Here's a funny thing. A fight crowd, which 
some people like to describe as a bunch of 
ruffians, won't stand for the rough work that 
fine society people applaud and cheer on the 
gridiron for all they’re worth. 

“In the ring the referee is watching both 
the fighters all the time. If either one of 
them commits a foul he is seen and dis- 
qualified right away. On the ‘Toétball field 
there are twenty-two fighters, and all the 
referees in the world couldn’t keep track of 
the blows hit in the scrimmages. 


“Not for $1,000 a Minute.” 


“Tf every player in the game were to obey 
the rules all the time and never commit a 
foul, football would still be ten times more 
dangerous than fighting in the ring. As they 
play the game nowadays,*I wouldn't go into 
it for a thousand dellars a minute." 

In reply to Jeffries’ criticism of the game

SHOT DOWN BY ROBBERS. 


FRANK BETHRON BATTLES WITH 
THREE MEN IN “L.” STATION. 


Attacked as He Is Leaving Elevated 
Train, He Manages to Knock Down

During a battle with highwaymen on the 
platform of the Metropolitan elevated rail- 
way at the Kedzie avenue station yesterday

Bethron had been at a dance on the north 
side and was returning to his home, 926 West 
Highteenth street. He boarded an elevated 
train downtown, intending to take a Kedzie 
avenue car to his home. Several other per- 
sons boarded the same train. Among them 
were three men, apparently well dressed, 
who watched Bethron closely. Bethron left 
the train at Kedzie avenue and.the men fol- 
lowed him. Others who-had left the train 
were ahead of Bethron, while the three men 
stepped 


in front of him and blocked satan 


Knocks Down Two of Robbers. 


When he started down the stairway one of 
tthe men pushed him back a few feet and the 
others seized him. Bethron freed himseif 
long enough to strike two of the men, knock- 
ing one of them off the platform to the tracks 
and the other against the railing of the plat- 
form. He was about to strike the third man 
wihen he was struck by the shot. 

His head fell over the edge of the platform. 
Detectives Venard and Yoreof the Lawndale 
police station, who were passing, ran up the 
Stairway in time to see the three men run 
down the tracks. The policemen fired sev- 
eral shots, but without effect. The men con- 
tinued running until they were a block dis- 
tant, and then climbed dewn the structure 
to the street. Pursuit was impossible, and 
the detectives gave their attention to the 
wounded man, 

The ambulance was summoned, and when 
Bethron was taken to the hospital a search 
for his assailants was begun. 


Two Suspects Are Arrested. 

Late in the afternoon, two men, who gave 
their namesas Frank Blaha, 19 years-old, and 
Herman Becker, 20 years old, were arrested 
at Kedzie avenue and West Nineteenth 
street. ‘The police say they have admitted 
being implicated in the attempted hoidup of 
Bethron, but deny that they fired any shots. 
The name of their companion they refused to 
tell the police, and it is thought it was he who 
fired the shot which wounded Bethron.

Capt. Albrecht, who led the attacking party, 
announced tonight that as soon as his men 
have rested he will head SSother attack, this 
time. with the entire strength of the com- 
pany. He believes that there will be no 
dificuity in dispersing the band, if not 
capturing it.

Concerted Movement for Sun- 
day Closing Begins with 
Church Meeting. 


| SARCASM FOR COL. LEWIS. 


Dr. W. ‘A. Bartlett Talks of State 
of Anarchy—Calls for a 
Roosevelt. 


Vigorous language was used yesterday by 
foes of the Sun saloon in their first con- 
certed movem This was at the mass- 
meeting of ten north side churches in the 
Church of the Covenant, Belden avenue and 
Halsted street. Mayor Dunne and his cor- 
poration counsel received the verbal castiga- 
tion of speakers. The latter was referred to 
as “his interesting personality, who is ut- 
terly untruthful and unreliable,” while the 
chief executive, by innuendo, suffered the 
designation of a “ weak, scared, pusillani- 
mous little man.’’ 

Church members were denounced for their 
lack of spirit in the matter and their lack 
of voting intelligence by one speaker. An- 
other declared that all the ante-election work 
of the league had not influenced 500 votes in 
the last municipal election. A state of 
anarchy was asserted to exist when city of- 
ficials refused to obey the laws of the state, 
and members of every church in Chicago 
were urged to join in the movement that 
would force them to follow the example set 
in other. cities where the Sunday closing 
laws are being enforced. 

Resolutions were drafted to bé sent to the 
mayor and state’s attorney. Other meetings 
are scheduled to carry on the campaign. 


Dr. Bartlett Chief Speaker. 


The Rev. W. A. Bartlett, pastor of the First 
Congregational church and president of the 
Sunday Closing league, was the, principal 
speaker. He began his talk with an arraign- 
ment of the mayor and J. Hamilton Lewis. 
His satirical references to the corporation 
counsel evidently were to the liking of his 
hearers and he was applauded mildly when 
he suddenly became serious and denounced 
the latter as untruthful. 

** Months before the municipal election, 
when a committee visited Judge Dunne, then 
a candidate for mayor, to ascertain his feel- 
ings on the enforcement of the Sunday clos- 
ing law,”’ the clergymen said, “‘ he threw the 
gauntlet down to us. He said ‘ the churches 
are not with you.” He ie wrong, but he .as 
not been shown his error by the actione of 
church members. 

“We are living in an impossible situation. 
Our condition is one of constant anarchy. 
In this city we have 7,200 saloons, whose 
owners demand that the law be disregarded. 
Not satisfied with their six days of evasion 
of the law, they are allowed to violate it 
openly on the seventh, and we as Christian 
citizens have been letting them bave their 
will. 

“TIT have enough of the Puritan blood of my 
forefathers to rebel against this. I make 
no apology for being hot on this subject and 
I don’t propose to keep calm. When the chief 
executive of our cities calmly says to these 
men, *‘No matter-.about the statutes and 
penalties; it makes no difference; go right 
along,’ then we must make it easier for him 
to obey the law. ; 


Question of Special Privileges. . 

“ Why should these men have special priv- 
ileges? If the members of this church vio- 
lated the ordinances or statutes would they 
be given immunity? Suppose the sections

ty’ Col. Lewis sat in his office and quoted 
scripture as he talked of how the law had 
been violated by the officials of the First 
Congregational church in the stricture and 
seating arrangement of ourchurch. He de- 
clared his interview was inspired by personal 
observance, 

“When confronted with evidence of his 
untruthfulness he grew dignified and de- 
clared that when his veracity was called into 
question he had nothrng to say in reply. The 
man was right in his stand, as he has no 
veracity to say anything about. 

“As a matter of fact, he wasn't at our 
church at all. The question is hardly worth 
further discussion except as it refers to one 
of Mayor Dunne’s cabinet and one of the 
officials empowered to enforce the law. This 
one is utterly untruthful and unreliable. 

Says Law Is Plain. 

“T don’t enjoy antagonizing the mayor, but 
the law is plain.” 

Here the speaker read the sections of the 
Illinois statutes covering the Sunday closing 
of dramshops. Then the mayor’s oath of 
office and the penalties for palpable omission 
of duties or malfeasance in office were quoted. 

‘*IT am not here to plead for the indictment 
of Mayor Dunne,’’ the clergyman continued, 
‘* but to show you that he isa man indictable. 
When I last appealed to him he replied: ‘I 
am a drinking man myself.’ As if that had 
anything to do with his nonenforcement of 
the law. Itisastateofanarchy. We have 
no right to call on the militia to shoot down 
anarchists when the mayor is to all intents 
an anarchist. 

‘No am I hysterical when I say that? 
If Mayor Dunne is unable to enforce the 
law against the dominant and defiant power 
of saloons, he could call on Gov. Deneen for 
aid. If the latter was unable to enforce 
the law he could call on that man—that man— 
in Washington. How long would it be before 
the troops were here and the law enforced? 


Need Mayor Like Roosevelt. 

“What we need)is/a:maniin the mayor's 
chair—not a weak, scared, pusillanimous lit- 
tle man—but the kind of man we have in 
Washington. Why, that one half-hour of 
proximity at a banquet was inspiring enough 
to brace Mayor Dunne for months and make 
his acts the best of his administration. It 
acted like a tonic on him. 

‘““ We need a man like Roosevelt who, when 
he saw a law on the books, said: ‘ Itisthere 
and it must be obeyed.’ When we get that 
kind of a man—with a backbone—there will 
be something doing. There is not enough 
enthusiasm, enough fire, in the churches 
in this movement. If you will show the real 
interest the pulpits will fame with fire. Not 
only the Sunday saloons will be swept away 
but the week day saloons, and we can show 
the victims that we have a better place for 
them—the church,” 


Others Offer Encouragement. 


Letters from Mayor D. B. Jones of Min- 
neapolis and other advocates of the move- 
ment were read. The Minneapolis executive 
told of the success of the recent Sunday clos 
ing movement in that city and proffered his 
aid to the church members, 

The Rev. George Dugan, pastor of the Ful- 
lerton Avenue Presbyterian church, declared 
too little interest was shown by Christian 
voters in matters that were more important 
than party affiliations. He said that in 
future campaigns the candidates should be 
placed on record as to their purpose and that 
ministers should not hesitate to advise their 
congregations in choosing of the mayor. 

Brief addresses also were made by the Rev. 
John Thompson, pastor of Grace Methodist 
church, and the Rev. W. H. Geistweit, presi- 
dent of the Baptist Young People’s union. 
Resolutions were drafted and read by W. 8S. 
Plumer Bryan, pastor of the Church of the 
Covenant. The actions of the mayor and 
chief of police in closing resorte of the 
“teyee” districts were commended and 
further action that would tnclude the closing 
of all saloons on Sunday was asked. 

Lewis Makes Tart Reply. 

Col: Lewis listened with interest to a repeti- 
tion of the references made to him by Dr. 
Bartlett, but would not discuss the renewed 
allegation of untruthfuiness.

The printers turned down all their schemes 
and decided to indorse what Mr. Harding 
called “simple, straightforward trade un- 
ionism,”’ 

“Impossible to Obey” Order. 

“Judge Holdom has granted an injunc- 
tion,”’ said he, “ which it is absolutely im- 
possible to obey. It isso broad and sweeping 
that I belleve even the judge himself realizes 
that he has gone too far. But we stand on our 
rights, we know what our rights are, and we 
intend to maintain them, no matter. what 
the result may be. 

“This strike,”’ he continued, “ will be a 
long ore, but we Intend to carry on a plain, 
straightforward fight to the finish and we 
hope eventually to establish the eight hour 
day in the printing shops of Chicago.” 

Mr. Harding reiterated the charge which 
he made on Saturday that a “ gigantic con- 
spiracy * exists among employers to destroy 
the typographical union. 


Bullets for a Remedy.

The circular sent out today pointed out the 
way to split a ballot for Mr. Jerome, and 
urged voters not to vote for Mr. Flammer. 
It concluded: 

“The circular previously sent to you from 
these headquarters was prepared and print- 
ed before the present situation arose, and 
the purpose of this communication is to 
correct the instructions contained in said 
circular, and to indicate the proper method 
of Voting for the republican candidates, in- 
cluding Mr. Jerome.” 


Final Statements by Leaders. 

Final statements were issued tonight by 
Mr. Ivins and Mr. Jerome, and the managers 
of the latter also sent out an appeai for 
$10,000, to be raised for the campaign fund 
by noon tomorrow. Mr. Ivins said: 

“ With full and complete knowledge.of the 
situation and in justification of the organiza- 
tion, I declare that the morale of the orga- 
nization workers, bred of confidence in my 
leadership and with victory fh sight, has 
never been better than it is today.

democrats, or Hearst people, the voter os- 
tensibly tries to cast a ballot for two differ- 
ent political parties at the same time, and 
the election officers inevitably and properly 
will throw out the ballot, even though the 
intention of the voter is quite plain, because 
the law deprives the election judge of dis- 
cretion and requires him to put on record 
only the clearly expressed intention of the 
voter, 

So the election of such a splendid public 
servant as William Travers Jerome and the 
consequent success of a real. reform move- 
ment here in New York absolutely aré de- 
pendent upon the trivial circumstance of 
whether the voter puts his cross in the circle 
above Jerome’s name or in the square upon 
the same line. If the circle could have been 
abolished in the case of Jerome his election 
would have been absolutely assured, and the 
betting odds in his favor then would be 10 
to 1 instead of hovering in the vicinity of 
2 to 1 as they do today. 

Ag I have said, estimates of the different 
party managers are the veriest sort of bun- 
combe. Each one figures out the election of 
his own ticket by the simple but unsatisfac- 
tory process of reversing the figures of his 
opponent. There are three men running for 
mayor, and this makes it easy enough to 
split the total vote into such fragments as 
to elect any one of them. Leader Murphy of 
Tammany hall has not made any detailed 
official estimate. The reason for this is that 
he does not care to show the weakness of 
his candidate for district attorngy, the suc- 
cess of the Jerome movement being more of 
a rebuke to Murphy than to any one else, 
because Jerome is a democrat and was urged 
for the place on the ticket by no less a per- 
son than the Tammany candidate for mayor. 


Tiger’s Estimate Reassuring. 

Nevertheless, Tammany has an unofficial 
estimate which has been furnished for its 
benefit by its district captains. This gives 
McClellan the proportion of about45 per cent 
of the total vote in Greater New York. It 
puts the vote for Ivins and Hearst approxi- 
mately the same. In round numbers Tam- 
many’s estimate gives McClellan 250,000 
votes, Hearst 150,000, and Ivins 150,000, leav- 
ing McClellan with a clear lead of 100,000 
over each of the other candidates. 

Mr. Hearst’s managers are more moderate 
relatively, but ere probably farther away 
from the-actual result. They claim for their 
candidate a proportion of only 84 per cent 
of the total vote cast, but they figure out 

Mout Hearst's election by magnifying the re- 

\ppblican vote far beyond its probable 

ngth, and decreasing the McClellan vote 
accordingly. In this way Mr. Hearst’s man- 
agers give. him 220,000 votes, Ivins 200,000, 
and McClellan 170,000. Even more absurd 
is the republican estimate, which indicates, 
in round numbers, 230.000 votes for Ivins, 
which is more than double the humber he can 
possibly get,- 145,000 for Hearst, and 205,000 
for McClellan, which means the republican 
strength is approximately 40 per cent of the 
total vote. 
as much. And yet these estimates are just 
as good, taken altogether, as those which 
would be furnished from any other source. 

McClellan, Hearst, Ivins—1, 2, 3. 

There is positively no way of arriving at 
the real strength of the different candidates 
for mayor. It is a pretty good guess to say 
that McClellan will lead, that Hearst will be 
second in the race, and that Ivins will be the 
tailender. There should be a different story 
to tell if the republicans had the political 
sagacity and honesty in the first place to 
put Jerome on their ticket. They would have 
had the benefit of the great popularity of the 
district attorney. And besides that Mr. 
Ivins himself is really an excellent candidate. 

Hearst has undeniably cut into Tammany 
strength to a degree which no one dreamed 
of when he was originally nominated by the 
self-constituted Municipal league. No mat- 
ter if he is defeated, Mr. Hearst will ccme 
out of this fight with the credit of having 
created one of the most extraordinary epl- 
sodes in the history of American municipal 
politics. Older heads do not think he will get 
anywhere near as large a vote as his own 
managers hope for and Tammany leaders 
fear, but he will get enough to demonstrate 
his wonderful capacity as a real political 
jeader, and whether he is beaten or not next 
Tuesday, he will surely be a democratic can- 
didate for governor of New York anda dem- 
ocratic or fusion candidate for president of 
the United States three years from now. 
Even if not elected president this remarkable 
municipal campaign has surely made the 
political future of William Randolph Mearst.

GARDENS A SHOW FEATORE 


EDUCATIONAL PHASE OF EXHIBI- 
TION OPENING TODAY. 


- 


In Addition to Flowers Pat on View 
at Coliseum, Chicagoans Will Be 
Given Practical Demonstrations of 
Possibilities: of Beautifying Back 
Yards by Means of Plant Growths— 
Models Complete with Lawns, 
Walks, Blooms, and Trees. 


- 


An educational division will be a promi- 
nent feature of this year’s flower show, which 
opens at the Coliseum tomorrow. Among 
the many novelties in the way of floriculture 
promised during the five days’ exhibition 
none is expected to attract greater attention 
and appeal more strongly to public favor 
than the six model gardens to be shown as 
object lessons. 

These gardens are among the most im- 
portant things in the elaborate educational 
scheme of the show. Primarily they are de- 
signed to show what can be done by enter- 
prising Chicagoans with most any back yard 
in the city. Each garden will be laid out in 
a distinct style. Thus there will be an Eng- 
lish, a French, an Italian, a German, and a 
tropical garden, and one will be shown in 
winter dress, with frost and glittering snow 
effects on the evergreens. 


Show of Back Yard Garden. 


J. C. Vaughan's English back yard garden 
promises to be an effective object lesson in 
how best to make an unsightly inclosure a 
place of beauty instead of a locality to be 
shunned. This garden will be located in the 
extreme north end of the building and will 
occupy a space 45 feet long and 35 feet wide. 

This is nearly the size of hundreds of rear 
yards in Chicago, thus giving visitors a good 
idea of what can.be done in the way of back 
yard improvements on their own premises. 
This is the precise object of showing the gar- 
dens. It is believed there are thousands of 
Chicagoans who gladly would make im- 
provements in their front and rear yards if 
they knew what to do and how to do it. 

The background of the English garden will 
show the rear porch of the house trimmed 
with crimson rambler roses in full bloom. 
Clinging vines and ivy will cover the rear end 
of the house and the roof covering the porch. 
A little stairway leads from the center of the 
porch down into the garden. 


Details of the Plan. 


In the center of the yard is an oval shaped 
lawn surrounded by a gravel walk extending 
around the entire garden. In the middle of 
the lawn will be shown an oval bed of baby 
rambler roses, the diminutive specimen 
grown by Mr. Vaughan, and which he ex- 
pects will capture one of the prizes,

foundations of the building. The outline of 
the garden will be evergreen trees, shrub- 
bery, and perennials, effectively hiding un- 
sightly fences and ugly walls which usually 
pain the eye in moet back yards in Chicago. 


Lecturers Will Instruct. 


In addition to the model gardens there will 
be given lectures every afternoon and even- 
ing on the best and most scientific methods 
of amateur and professional gardening and 
floriculttire. The lecturers will be E. G. 
Routzgahn of the Municipal museum, and C. 
B. Whitnall of Milwaukee, Wis. 

The lectures will ‘be heid in the annex. 
where an auditorium is being constructed 
with a large seating capacity. In the annex 
also will be demonstrators to teach the best 
methods of placing bulbs, planting flowers 
and trees, and caring for small home gar- 
dens. One of the model gardens will be laid 
out at the doors between the main exhibit 
and the annex building, so that in going to 
and coming from the lectures the public will 
pass through bowers of beautiful shrubbery 
and palms on winding gravel walke. The 
effect will be that of passing through a tropi- 
cal garden. 


Rare Plants Entered. 


Many rare and costly flowers afid plants 
will be entered in the competition for prizes. 
There will be chrysanthemums, roses, car- 
nations, and orchids. Numerous varieties 
of férns’ and palms also will be shown. Chi- 
cago’s parks will be well represented at the 
show. Lincoln park and the south and west 
parks will have special exhibits grguped 
around the electric fountain in the center of 
the exhibition. 


Lincoln Park Show Opens, 


Many lovers of flowers, not daunted by the 
unpleasant weather, visited the conservatory 
at Lincoln park, where the chrysanthemum 
and orchid exhibition is being given. A plant 
which attracted much attention has flowers 
of the national colors, red, white, and blue. 

The exhibition: will continue for a month. 
Through the first week the doors will be 
open from 9 o’clock in the morning until 10 
o'clock at night.

Germany does not give 
such binding assurances merely for the pur- 
pose of violating them. 
tory here; we will not attempt by straight- 
forward means to acquire it, and it is certain 
we will do nothing underhanded in that direo- 


tion. 
For American Control of Canal. 

“In this connection I should like to say 
something about the Panama canal. One 
thing particularly struck me when I was in 
Germany, and that was the great interest of 
our people in this great waterway. You re- 
call that the emperor, upon invitation of the 
president, sent his best canal expert to 
America to sit as a member of the board of 
consulting engineers to determine upon the 
type of canal which should be built. 

‘* There is one opinion in 4ll German circles 
which is interesting and that is that the canal 
ought to be built and owned and operated 
by the United States, because American con- 
trol and administration constitute a guar- 
antee that this, the greatest of all water- 
ways, will remain open for the commerce of 
the world in which Germany is so vitally in- 
terested. Any disturbance in the canal zone, 
after the canal is open, would only be harm- 
ful to German commerce and other German 
interests. So all Germany is watching your 
work on the isthmus with most sympathetie 
interest and believes with you that thecana] 
should be an American waterway.’’ 


No Quarrel with Venezuela. 

Baron von Sternburg was asked if the rela- 
tions of Germany and Venezuela were satis- 
factory. 

" Yes,” he responded, ‘*‘ quite so. In that 
country everything is proceeding smoothly 
so far a8 We are concerned. The Venezuelan 
government is meeting its obligations, and 
the rights ana persons of our subjects and 
their interests are respected. This was what 
we sought when we instituted the blockade 
three years ago, and this was*all we sought. 
We are content if things go on as they are. 
In the far east Germany’s policy is your 
policy. We are as deeply interested in the 
preservation of China’s imtegrity and the 
maintenance of the open door as you. We 
propose to uphold these principles with all 
the vigor of which we are capable. China's 
advance in western civilization we are watch- 
ing with sympathetic interest. Her develop- 
ment means much to the whole world.’’ 


Can Solve Tariff Issue. 


Baron von Sternburg was asked if he an- 
ticipated much difficulty in the settlement of 
the tariff question. 

‘* The tariff question is not a trouble breed- 
ing question. The manner in which it hos 
been approached disposes of that possibility. 
We should prefer a thorough examination of 
the question by an expert commission. We 
are certain this examination would prove 
conclusively that the differences are capable 
of satisfactory adjustment. It will not be 
necessary to negotiate a treaty at this time 
in case the sentiment should be against it. 
A new reciprocity agreement under section 
3 of the Dingley law could be entered into 
and it could cover, I think, the principal! 
articles which interest German and American 
exporters. 

‘*I. do not look at this question from the 
point.of view of diplomacy. I look at it as 
I do at all such questions, from the point of 
view of a business man. Here are two big 
clearing houses which have been doing a 
good business. One'of them is forced io 
readjust ite administration. This it will do 
on sound business lines and in a way not 
only to do no harm to the house with which 
it has been coéperating, but to develop their 
relations and bring greater proeperity ty 
both.”

“will be for five daysa fragrant and beautiful 
garden. Perhaps no other city could give 
‘simultaneously two flower shows which 
would surpass these two. It is not gener- 
ally known that Chicago is the leading 
‘flower mart of America. Beneath its smoky 
‘atmosphere, in an environment often repre- 
sented as unfavorable to the pure and lovely 
in men or nature, more delicate buds and 
blossoms are expanding themselves than in 
any other place in this country. 
* The shows at both Lincoln park and the 
Coliseum will be worth attending. The lat- 
ter will draw the larger crowds while it 
lasts. Much interest will be taken in the 
competitions there for prizes. Such rival- 
ries have no small influence on the improve- 
ment of flowers and should be encouraged. 
‘For there is improvement. ‘The natural 
blossoms which one plucks in the meadows 
and woods in spring and summer are many 
of them sweet smelling and beautiful, but 
tifey pale beside many of the perfect and 
splendid productions of horticultural art. 
Art cannot compete with nature, but when 
art and nature cotdperate they often excel 
unaided nature. They have done so in the 
development of flowers. To appreciate 
how far and in how many cases they have 
done so one must attend the flower shows. 
The Coliseum show will have an educa- 
tional division, the alm of which will. be 
to interest the people in the subject of [m- 
proving their yards and teach them how it 
may be done. There will be model gardens 
and lectures on gardening by experts. Chi- 
cago contains many front yards which are 
unsightly and many back yards which are 
eyesores. The city could be made beautiful 
at little cost to anybody by every man and 
woman striving to beautify his or her own 
home. The Coliseum flower show will be 
a blessing to the city if it causes any con- 
siderable number to do this. 


SENATOR KNOX ON RATE LEGISLATION. 

"Senator Knox's speech before the Pitts- 
burg chamber of commerce is one of the 
best statements of the case for President 
Roosevelt’s railway rate policy; yet made. 
} Mr. Knox is a great lawyer and his argu- 
ment in support of the constitutionality of 
the proposed policy is forcible. His argu- 
ment in favor of its justice and expediency 
is equally so. Mr. Knox was formerly coun- 
sel of one of the eastern trunk lines and is 
close to many big railway men. His state- 
ment that the best railway conscience of the 
country does not approve the“ extravagant 
propaganda.” being carried on against regu- 
lative legislation is significant.

It the interstate commerce csacaitiiliin 
had power to replace an unfair with a fair 
rate shippers could not thus be’ wronged. 
Nor, as Mr. Knox points out, could the rail- 


“roads be wronged, for if the commission 


fixed a rate which plainly was too low the 


railroads could start an independent pro- 


ceeding.in the courts to enjoin the commis- 
sion from enforcing that rate until its jus- 
tice or injustice was finally settled, | 

It is said the commission is not fit to 
make rates because it is not composed of 
rate experts. That might be so if, jt was 


proposed to have it initiate rates, but, as Mr. 


Knox eays, this is not the plan. It would 
sit in the first instance to determine the rea- 
sonableness of rates. This would be a 
judicial funetion, and, like the courts in 
cases of many kinds, it could and wouldcall 
experts to give it needed light. . 

Mr. Knox’s fair, dispassionate speech is 


in strong contrast to the misrepresentations . 


resorted to by many of the opponents of rate 
legislation. The advocates and the oppo- 
nents, too, of the administration’s policy 
are right in assuming that a clear under- 
standing of it by the people is all that is 
needed for its success.

Lord Windsor owns one of the finest houses 


laid with green and white marble squares, 
while beautiful white alabaster columns have 
the effect of removing any trace of severity 
in the architectural treatment. In fact, the 
entire mansion is an artistic and stately 
creation of beautiful marble and alabaster, 
and there is scarcely a piece of furniture, 
from the odd circular table of malachite in 
the big music room to the steel and yellow 
tortoise shell table in Lady Windsor’s bou- 
doir, which is not a work of art. 

Lord Windsor is not only a collector of art 


treasures and a writer on art matters, but 


‘likewise a painter of no mean skill, both in 


‘water color and in oils, Lady Windsor being 
even still more talented tn this reepect, her 


gifts being inherited from her mother, who, 
born a Prussian Countess Hohenthal and the 
first meid of honor of Empress Frederick 
after her marriage,. married Sir Augustus 
Paget, who was for so many years British 
ambassador at Rome. Lady Paget, who still 
makes her home in Florence, was one of the 
friends and champions of the novelist 
“ Ouida,” ahd figures in many of the latter’s 
works, 

Lady Windsor is Lady Paget’s only daugh- 
ter, and, although christened Alberta Vic- 


‘toria as a godchild of the late Queen Victoria 
‘and prince consort, used to be known by the 


nickname of “‘ Gay,” and used to go about in 
society as Miss “Gay Paget. Under the 
circumstances {t was only natural that on her 
marriage she should have been dubbed “The 
Merry Wife of Windsor." It is understood 
th&t before the present administration goes 
out of office the old earldom of Plymouth, 
which was in possession of the family for 
several centuries and which became extinct 
on the death of the last earl, the granduncle 
of Lord Windsor, in 18388, will be revived in 
Lord Windsor.

King Edward has conferred the post of 
royal librarian at Windsor castle and of 
keeper of the secret archives and confidential 
correspondence of the royal family upon the 
Hon. John William Fortescue the younger 
brother of the new Earl Fortescue and of 
that .Capt. Seymour Fortescue of the royal 
navy who for many years has been one of 
the equerries and favorite attendants of the 
king. John Fortescue, unlike his erudite 
predecessor, Sir Richard Holmes, who has 
lately retired on the score of advanced age, 
has no library experience to speak of, but is 
a littérateur and the author of several clever 
books, besides being a. member of the 
Atheneum, which implies, of course, much 
learning and ultra-respectability. 

The Fortescues are one of the didest fam- 
ilies in England and owe their names to the 
fact that the founder of their house, Richard 
Le Fort, cup bearer to the duke of Normandy, 
saved his master, William the Conqueror, at 
the battle of Hastings, from death by ward- 
ing off an otherwise mortal blow with his 
shield. In consequence of this he was 
known thenceforth as “ Richard Le Fort- 
Escu ”’—that is, “the Strong Shield.” He 
settled in Devon, with which county the 
Fortescue family has ever since been con- 
spicuously identified, owning the greater 
part of Exmoor. Old Lord Fortescue died 
only the other day and has been succeeded 
by his eldest.son, hitherto known as Lord 
BDbrington and famed as one of the hand- 
somest men in the house of commons.

Count Charles Fugger, who on account of 
his extravagance has been deprived of the 
control of his fortune and placed under what 
is known in Germany as “ curatel,”’ is the 
eldest son and heir of Prince Charles Fugger, 
is married to a Princess Hohenlohe, is a man 
of some 46 years of age, a chamberlain of the 
emperor of Austria, and the father of a fam- 
ily of about five sons and daughters, his 
eldest boy, 15, belng a page of honor at the 
court of Vienna. 

This disciplinary measure to which the 
count has just been subjected is a most dis- 
agreeable process. It is brought about by the 
members of the family to which the offender 
belongs. The adult members thereof, men 
as well as women, assemble in what they call 
a family council, which is usually attended 
by the family lawyers, and after having duly 
considered the shortcomings of the spend- 
thrift, they take a vote, the decision being 
by majority, determining whether or not 
he or she is to be deprived temporarily of the 
free enjoyment and of the administration of 
their fortunes, the idea being to prevent 
family possessions from being squandered 
and alienated, to debar the spendthrift from 
further liabilities and possible disgrace, and 
to protect the interests of his children and 
other heirs. If they decide adversely to him 
their verdict, together with the minutes of the 
meeting, is submitted to a court of justice, 
which as a general rule ratifies the verdict 
and endows it thereby with judicial force, 
The spendthrift has the opportunity of de- 
fending himself in court. But it is generally 
assumed that when an entire family is band- 
ed together against one of its members, the 
right is on their side rather than on his. 


—— 


The moment the decree has been ratified 
by the court the unfortunate spendthrift is 
reduced to the condition of a minor, or rather 
of a person of unsound mind. He is not only 
regarded as incapable of managing his own 
affairs, but is practically outlawed and de- 
prived of almost every right of citizenship. 
He cannot vote. No contract made by him its 
valid. Mis signature isof no account in point 
of law. He cannot testify or plead in legal 
proceedings, save through his guardian and 
trustees. His guardian uses his property 
in the first place to defray his own costs, then 
for a gradual liquidation of liabilities, after- 
wards for the maintenance of the people who 
happen to be dependent on the spendthrift, 
such as wife and children, etc., and then if 
there is anything left over it is free tothe 
trustee to furnish it in the shape of an allow- 
ance to the spendthrift. Moreover, if the 
latter contracts any Habilities or performs 
any of the acts from which he is legally de- 
barred by law he renders himeelf liable toa 
criminal prosecution for fraud.

The dread of this curatel, which is known as 
the “ conseil judiciaire ” in France, has had 
the effect of keeping many nobles from undue 
extravagance and has preserved many an 
ancient patrimony from being completely 
dissipated. It has often beén suggested that 
something of the kind should be instituted in 
England, and were this to be the case there 
is no doubt ‘that there would be far less 
instances ‘of bankruptcy among the old 
houses of the aristocracy. 

That a member of the princely house of 
Fugger should render himself liable to 
“ curate] ” is, to say the least, startling. For 


the Fuggers, who are of Jewish origin occu- | 


pied in the middle ages much the same 
position as the Rothschilds do today, their 
fortunes being derived from banking. They 
were ennobled about the time of the discovery 
of America, and long before the Napoleonic 
wars at the beginning of the last century they 
had by dint of money and intrigues secured 
a place among the petty sovereign families of 
Germany, one of the most famous scions of 
thefr house being the celebrated Cardina} 
Fugger. Today the Fuggers rank among the 
mediatized princely houses of Europe, all 
profers the Catholic faith, and a portrait of 
old Prince Fugger, the head of the family, 
figures in the Almanach de Gotha of 1894.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


One of the many poets who have sung un- 
heard except by a choice few during his life- 
time is the late Sidney Lanier. -The most 
notable appreciation that Mr. Lanier had 
during his lifetime was from the famous 
actress, Charlotte Cushman. She admired 
the poet and the man and called attention 
to him among her friends by reading and re- 
citing his verse, She also encouraged his 
talent for playing the flute, and when he 
played in her drawing room she allowed not 
even a whisper of conversation. 

Since his death more has been written and 
said about Sidney Lanier than was ever writ- 
ten or said about him during his life. He is 
now placed among the few genuine poets of 
America, which, considering his slight out- 
put, is an especial compliment. Now a vol- 
ume devoted to his life.and work by Edwin 
Mims, published by Messrs. Houghton, Mif- 
fllin & Co., is the first complete and adequate 
life of Lanier, telling in his own words, as 
much as possible, the varied story of his life 
as student, lawyer, university lecturer, poet, 
and man of letters. 

Mr. Mims, in his introduction, is frank 
enough to say, notwithstanding his admira- 
tion for Lanier, that his work asa poet, even 
in American, to say nothing of English, lit- 
erature, cannot yet be fixed. Some of the 
best American critics, continues Mr. Mims, 
** men who have aright to speak with author- 


ity, shake their heads in disapproval at what 


they call the Lanier cult. Abroad he has had 
no vogue, as have Emerson, and Poe, and 
Walt Whitman. The enthusiastic praise of 
the Spectator has been more than balanced 
by the indifference of some English critics 
and the sarcasm of others.’’ 


Mme. Blanc’s article in the Revue des 
Deux Mondes, setting forth ‘‘ the charm of 
his personality and the excellence of his 
poetry,’’ roused but little interest for him 
in France. In view of this divergence of 
opinion, Mr. Mims doubts if the time has yet 
come for anything approaching afinal valua- 
tion of Lanier’s works In this book he at- 
tempts to give ‘‘a reasonably balanced and 
critical study of his actual achievement in 
poetry and criticism.”’” Such men as Lanier 
and Keats (this is Mr. Mims’ coupling of 
names, not mine) must be judged, he thinks, 
by their actual achievements; but he adds: 
“there will always attach to their names the 
glory of the unfulfilled life, a fame out of all 
proportion to the work accomplished. Poe 
had completed his work; limited in its range, 
it ls all but perfect. Lanier, with his rever- 
ence for science, his appreciation of scholar- 
ship, his fine feeling for music, and withal 
his love for nature and of man, had laid broad 
the foundation for a great poet's career.’’ 
Mr. Mims, however, does not hesitate to say 
that “‘ his personality is one of the rarest 
and finest we have yet had in America.” 
He thinks that the time has pessed for un- 
duly emphasizing the pathos of Lanier's 
life. “*‘He was not a sorrowful man,’’ says 
his biographer, “‘ nor was his life a sad one,”’ 
though the general impression is that he was 
sorrowful and that his sorrow wae induced 
by a sad life. 


While Mr. Lanier was not known to a wide 
class of readers during his lifetime, he had 
a number of close friends and admirers 
among critics and men of lettera. Lanier 
was poor to the day of his death; and after 
his death his friends were called upon to help 
his widow and little children. I may add that 
these game little children are now grown men, 
and are among the most successful business 
men in New York, one being president of the 
Review of Reviews company, the other a 
partner with Doubleday, Page & Co. The 
younger onés, I believe, are in the publish- 
ing business with their brothers. 

I quote one of Lanier’s best known lyrics, 
which was made popular through its musicgd 
setting by Mr. Dudley Buek: 

Look off, dear love, across the shallow sands, 

And mark yon meeting of the sun and sea, 
Flow long they kiss in sight of all the lands. 

Ah! longer, longer, we. 


Now in the sea’s red vintage melts the sun, 
As Egypt’s pearh dissolved in rosy wine, 

And Cleopatra night drinks all. ‘Tis done, 
Love, lay thine hand in mine. 


Come forth, sweet stars, and comfort heaven’s 
heart; 
Glimmer, ye waves, round else unlighted sands. 
0 night! divorce our sun and sky apart, 
Never our lips, our hands.

The Bach was given 
with admirable interpretative skill and splen- 
did technical finish, the Largo being excep- 
tionally gratifying in its serene, noble beauty, 
but the auditor longed for more of Mr. Heer- 
Had he given us the 
firet movement of the Tschaikowsky Con- 
certo, which his son played, and let the 
youn man perform the smaller works, 
therejwould have been greater pleasure in the 
con As it was, Emil Heermann, while 
a capable young violinist—one whose abilities 
are such that there is every reagon to ex- 
pect him to make a high place for himscif 
in hie chosen profession—yet he is not suf- 
ficiently matured at the present time to stand 
comparison well with his father. The 
Tschaikowsky Concerto was beyond his fuil 
mastery and made a program number which 


agged. 

Mr. Scionti is also a young musician of 
promise and of good qualities, but his work is 
not yet sufficiently mature to entitle it toa 
place so ample as that accorded it on the 
program. He was down for two numbers and 
these consisted of the ‘“ Waldstein " sonata 
of Beethoven and of the Berceyse of Chopin 
and the “ Mazeppa” of Liszt.

His fingers 
are fleet, sure, and clean, and his touch is 
frequently of no inconsiderable beauty and 
charm. But he is as yet in the stage of his 
development where technic is the all in all 
to him. Technic is a nice thing for a pianist 
to possess—a most essential thing—but some- 
thing more is required to make an artist. 
That Mr. Scionti should not play Beethoven 
convincingly is scarcely to be credited too 
heavily against him. The German master’s 
music seems to lie outside the grasp of the 
The notes are 
understood and played but the Beethoven 
spirit seems to elude. At least a considerable 
number of Italian pianists of good abilities 
have been heard, and their Beethoven play- 
ing was invariably ‘on the surface,” just 
as was Mr. Scionti’s. 

The ‘‘ Waldstein ’’ is more nearly Italian 
in content and manner than any other of the 
Beethoven sonatas, and yet how far it is 
from being Italian was shown when Mr. 
Scionti played it as he did. The first move- 
ment was rattled off at a terrific pace, the 
middle movement lacked breadth and depth, 
and the allegretto was wholly superficial. 
The Berceuse of Chopin was technical rather 
than poetical, and the “ Mazeppa,” while 
serving to display the performer’s facility 
and skill to advantage, was also almost 
wholly technical in its intent and purpose. 
Mr. Scionti has many pianistic gifts of real 
worth. If he can but build up his musical 
qualifications to correspond with these gifts 
an artist of value will result.

LONDON STOCK MARKET REVIVES 


Fading Away of Chance for Civil Strife 
in Russia Aids in Bolstering 
Courage of Traders.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—As was the case all over 

Burope, the week opened with a more hope- 
ful feeling on the London stock exchange ow- 
ing to the expectation that the czar was about 
to publish a manifesto in which he would an- 
nounce the granting of a constitution. The 
bears consequently rushed to cover and on 
Monday there was a decided improvement, 
but it did not last. With the close of the 
week there appeared to be a somewhat 
better feeling and the opinion inclines to 
a more favorable view without being too 
frankly optimistic. 

In the meantime the home rail department 
continues to be one of the most active, the 
purchasers being attracted by consistently 
good traffics and the probability of increased 
distributions. The operators have been puz- 
zied over the stirring incidents which have 
taken place in American rails in the last 
week. For instance, they have found it dif. 
cult, if not impossible, to account for the 
sharp advances in Readings and Eries. The 
features of the London market hae been a 
strong demand for Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas stocks, the result being a rise of 4% 
in common and 3% in preferred, compared 
with last week. 

Consols continue depressed, partly owing to 
affairs in Russia, the uncertainty respecting 
the money, and the general uneasiness in the 
bourses and stock exchange, but in the opin- 
ion of the Statist this is largely due to mis- 
management.

The declines .in foreign prices, which were 
not recovered, and still more, the failure of 
toreigs buyers to follow up their heavy pur- 

hases of the week before, not only of Mani- 
asta, eat but of coarse grains and feeding- 
stuffs from this country, had more-effect on 
the course of speculative markets on this 
side than all the indications that the.trouble 
in Russia was by no means over and that 
shipments of grains from several important 
Biack sea ports were entirely shut off.

Shipments Are Restricted. 

Large sales of flour and of wheat were un- 
Goubtedly made during the first excitement 
over the Russian crisis, but the unfortunate 
shortage of transportation facilities in this 
country is likely to operate before many 
weeks in cutting down the export move- 
ment. The congestion at Buffalo, where 
the eastern roads are allowing grain to aoc- 
cumulate while they move more profitable 
freight, has caused long delays in unloading 
vessels and forced vessel owners to charge 
almost prohibitive prices, 2%c being paid 
during the last week on wheat cargoes from 
Chicago and 5c from Fort William. Mani- 
toba dealers have already stopped making 
offers of wheat for export because of the 
high cost of transportation and the diffi- 
culty of filing engagements. 

Late in the week the Minneapolis millers 
suffered a similar misfortune, three of the 
big roads refusing to allow them to hold 
their cars for shipping flour to the east, be- 
cause of the difficulty of getting them back 
again. This is likely to curtail four produc- 
tion, which has been rushed to the capacity 
of the mills. The effect was seen in lower 
premiums being paid for cash wheat and in 
relative weakness tn the Minneapolis specu- 
lative market, December there going to a 
discount of about 6c under Chicago Decem- 
ber, This difference attracted hedging sales 
to this market from the northwest. The 
railroad situation may improve, however, 
and if it does and Russian shipments fall 
off as expected a steady demand for Cana- 
dian wheat and American flour from abroad 
may be expected.
